30 This bill amends Code chapter 176A, which is known as the
31 "County Agricultural Extension Law'. Code section 176A.4
32 current%y establishes extension districts in_each county
33 except for Pottawattamie county which is divided into two
34 districts. The bill amends Code section 176A.5 which provides
35 for the election of nine members who sit as the extension
1 council governing the extension district. Council members
2 serve for staggered terms of office. Thus, on January 2,
3 2009, four out of the nine members® terms expire and on
4 January 2, 2010, the remaining five members® terms expire (see
5 1990 lowa Acts, ch. 1149).
9 The bill provides that the county board of supervisors for

the district may adopt an ordinance changing the number of
members on the extension council, subject to certain
conditions. First, there must be an odd number of members:
10 five, seven, or nine. Second, there cannot be a reduction in
11 the term of a member who has been elected. Finally, the
12 ordinance must take effect at least 90 days prior to the next
13 election. The bill contains no limitations on the frequency
14 of changes to the membership by the county board.
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
